againſt Vitelius , which adjudge him co be ſhamefully diſ-mem- 
bred , and in that miſecable eſtate trayled through the Cicie , azd 
at laft put to death : another againſt Maximinius who was difpoild 
of che Empire, and 14:ximws and Albinus eſtabliſhed in his place 
by the Senate. There might alſo be added many others drawae 
from unqueſtionable Hiſtorians. _ 

The Emperour Trajan held not himſelfe exempt from lawes, 
neither defired he to be fpared if hebecame a Tyrant : for in deli- 
vering the Sword unto the great Provoſt of the Empire , he fayes 
unto him ; If T command as I ſhould , uſe tbis ſword for mee : but if T 
doe otherwayes , unſbeath it againſt me. In like manner the French 
by the authority ot hz States , and ſolicited thereanto by the Offi- 
cers, of the Kingdome , depoſed Childerick the firſt , Sigigbert, 
T beodericke , and Childericke the third , for their tyrannies , and 
choſe others of another Family to fit on the Royall Throne, Yea 
they depoſed ſomebecaule of their idlenefe and want of jadgment, 
who expoſed the State in-prey to Panders , Curteſans, Flatte- 
rers, and ſuch other unworthy muſhromesof the Court , who go- 
verned all chings at their pleaſure : taking from ſach raſh Phaeton; 
the bridle of government , left the whole body of ENT

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people ſhould be conſumed through their unadviſed folly. 
Amongſt others, Theodoret was degraded-hecauſe of Ebroinus 
Dagobert tor PhAnde and Thihband his Pander, wich ſome others : 
the Eftates efteemitig the command ofan effeminate Prince as-in- 
ſupportable as that of a woman, and as unwillingly ſupporting 
the yoke of tyrannous Miniſters managing affaices in the-name of 
a-looſe and unworthy Prince, as the burden of a cyrant alone. - 
To be briefe; no more ſuffering themſelves to be governed by one 
poſſeſſed by a Devill , than they would by. the Devill himfelfe. It

which for feare of the enemies counterfeits licknefſe, becauſe info D. de re mi- 
doing he exprefleth both diſloyaltieand treachery. What puniſh- lic. | 


ment can we invent ſufficient for him , who either maliciouſly or 
baſely:betrayes thoſe whoſe proteQion and defence he hath abſo- 
lately undertaken and ſworne ? Nay rather then let ſuch a one 
cheerefully call one, and command the Mariners to the perform» 
ance of their dutie:let him carefully and conſtancly take order chat 
the Common-wealth be not indamaged , and it need fo require, 
evenin.deſpite of the King, preſerve the Kingdome, wichout which 
the kingly-citle were idle and frivolous, and if by no other meanes 
it canbe cfleed, let him take the King and binde him hand and 
foote, that ſo rhe may be more conveniently cured of his frenſie and 
matineſſe. For as:wee have already ſaid, all the adminiſtration of 
the Kingdome, is-not by Gy—_n abfolucely refigned _ = 

2 ands 
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hands of the King ; as neither the Biſhopricke, nor cate of the uni- 


yerfall Church, is: totally committed to the Pope: butalſo to the 


care and cuſtody of all the principall Officers:of the Kipgdome. 
Now for the pre got peace and concord amongſ:thoſe which 
governe, and for the preventing of jealoufies;faQtions, and diſtruſts 
amongſt men of equall ranke and dignitie, che King was created 
as-prime and principall Superintendent-in the government; of the 
Common=wealth, The King ſweares that: his moſt ſpeciall care 
ſhall be for the welfare of the Kingdome ; and the ( s0f the 
Crowne take all che fame oath. If then the King, or divers of them 
falfifying their faith, ruine the Common- wealth, or abandon her 
in her greateſt neceſlitie, muſt the reſt alſo faſhion themſelves to 
their baſe courſes, and quit all care of the States fafetie ; as if the 
bad: example of their companions, abfolyed.chem from their oath 
of fidelitie ? Nay, rather on the contrary, in ſeeing them negle& 
their promiſe, they ſhall beſt advantage the Common- wealth in 
carefully obſerving theirs : chiefly becauſe for this reaſon they were 
inſtituted, as in the fteads of Ephori,or publick Controllers,and for 
that every thing gaines the better eftimacion of juſt and right in 
that ic is mainly and principally addrefſed to that end for which 
is was firſt ordained. | "TY 
Furthermore, if divers have joyntly vowed one and the fame 
thing, is the obligation of the one annihilated .by rhe perjurie of 
the other ? If many become bound for one and the ſame ſumme, 
can the banquerouting of one of the obligees quit the reſt of their 
ingagement ? If divers tutors adminitter ill the goods of their pu- 
pill,-and that there be one amongſt them that makes conſcience 
of his aQions, can the bad dealing of his companions acquit him ? 
Nay rather on the contrary , he cannot free himſeife from the in- 
famie of perjurie, if: tothe utmoſt of his power he doe not truely 
diſcharge his truſt, and'perform his promiſe:neither can the others 
defalliancy be excuſed, in the bad managing of the tutorſhip ,.if 
they likewiſe accuſe not the reſt that were joyned with theo in 
the adminiſtration, for it is not onely the principall tutor that 
may call to an account thoſe which are ſuſpeRed to have unjuſt- 
ly. or indiſcreetly ordered the affaires of theic pupill, but: even 
thoſe which were formerly removed, may alſo upon juſt occafi- 
on diſcharge and remove the delinquents therein. Therefore thoſe 
which are, obliged co ſerve a whole Empire or Kingdome,.as the 
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Conſtable, Marſhals, Peeres, and others, or thoſe which have par- 
ticular obligations to ſome Provinces, or Cities , which —_— 4 
pars or portion of the Kingdome, as Dukes, Marquiſſes, Earles, 
Sheriffes, Mayors, and the-reft, are bound by the dutie of their 
place, to fuccour the Common- wealth, and to free it from the 
burden of: Tyrants, according to the ranke and place which they 
hold of the people nexc after the King. The firſt ought to deliver 
the whole Kingdome from tyrannous oppreſſion: the other as tu- 
tors, that part of the Kingdome whoſe proteQion they have un- 
dertaken: the dutie of the former is to ſuppreſſe the Tyrant : that 
of the latter, to drive him from their confines. Wherefore at- 
ratbias being a principall man in the State , when ſome baſely 
connived , others pernitiouſly conſorted with Artiochns the ty- 
rannous oppreflor of the Jewiſh Kingdome, he couragiouſly op- 
poſing the manifeſt oppreſſion , both of Church and State, in- 
courageth the people to the taking of Armes, with theſe words; 
Let 145 reſtore the decayed eſtate of our people, and let us fight for our 
people, and for the Sanfinarie. Whereby ic plainly appeares, that 
not for Religion onely ; but even fer our Countrey, and cur poſ- 
ſeſſions, wee may fight, and take armes againſt a tyrant, as this 
Antiochus was. For the Hachabites are not by any queſtioned, 
or reprehended for conquering the Kingdome, and expelling the 
tyrant, but in that they atcfibuted to themſelves the royall digni- 
tie, which onely belonged by Gods ſpeciall appointment to the 
tribe of Judas. , 

Humane Hiſtories are frequently ſtored with examples of this 
kinde. Arba&us Governour of the Feder killed effeminate Sar 
danapalus, fpianing amongſt women, and ſportingly diſtributing 
all the treaſures of tie Kingdome amongſt thoſe his loofe com- 
panions, Vindex.and Galba quit the partie of Nero,yea though the 
Senate connived, and in a fort fapported his tyrannie , and drew 


were Governours. | 

Bur amungſ all, the Decree of the Senate of Sparta.is moſt no= 
table, and ought to palleas an undeniable Maxime amongſt all 
Nations, The Spartans being Lords of the City Bizantium, ſenc 
Olearchus thither for Governour and Commander for the warres; 
who took Corn from the Citizens, and diſtribured it to his Soul. 
diers. In the mean tie thz families of the Citizens died for hun+ 
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with them Galia, and Spaine, being the Provinces whereof they 
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ger: eAvaxilaw, x principall man of the Cities, diſdainiog chat 


tyrangous uſage,entred into treaty with eficabiades to deliver 
upcht Town, who ſhortly after was received into it. cLnexi- 
dans being accuſed atFpareefor the delivery of Bizentivm,pleaded 


his cauſe himſeife, and was there acquitby the Judges : for (faid 
they) warresareto be made with enemies, and not with Nature. 
Nothing being more repugnant to Nature, than that thoſe which 
are bound co defend a City, ſhould be more crack co the inhabi- 
eants,than their enemies thar beliege them. | 

This was the opinion of the Lacedemonians, certainly juſt Ry- 
ters, Neither can he be accounted a juſt King, which approves 
not this ſentence of abſolution : for thoſe which defire ro go- 
vern according to the due proportion of equity and reaſon , take 
mato confideration as well what the Law inflicts on tyrants, as al- 
ſo whatare the proper rights and bounds both of the Patritian 
and Plebcian orders. But we mult yet proceed a lictle further : 
| There is notſo mean a Mariner, buc muſtbe ready to prevent the 
ſhip-wreck of the veffe!1, when either the negligence or witful- 
nefle of the Pilot caſts it imr@danger. Every Magiſtrate is bound 
torelieve, and as muchas in himlies, toredreflerhe miſeries of 
the Common-wealth, if he (hall ſee the Prince, or the principall 
Officers of State his aſſociates,by their vweaknelle or wickeducffe, 
to hazard the rujne thereof. Briefly, he muſt either free the 
whole kingdome, or at kealt that portion efpecially recommen- 
ded to his care, from their imminent and incroaching tyranny. 
But hath this duty proper relation to every one : Sha!l itbe per- 
mitted to Hendonins Subinres, to Ennus Surames, or to the Ferncer 
Spartansrs;, or to be bricfe, to a meere privateperſon, to preſent 
the bonnet to ſlaves, put Armesinto thehands of ſubj:&s, or to 
Joyn battell with the prince,although heopprefſe the-people with 
tyrannny ? }Noccertain!y : The'Common wealrchwas not given 
in charge to particu/ar-perfon conſidered on:by one; but onthe 
contrary, particulars even as Papiſts, are recommended to the care 
of the principall Offieers and Mapiftrates; and therefore they are 
not bound to.defend the Common- wealth, whichcamnort defend 
themſelves, God nor the people have nor put rhe ſgord into the 
hands of particul:r perfons: Therefore if witheut command- 
mentthey draw the ſword, they are ſeditious,althoughthe cauſe 
ſem never ſo juſt.

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Furthermore, the pritice is not eftabliſhe by private and parti- . 


culat perſons, but by all in generall confidered in one intire bo- 
dy ; wheteupoa it followes, that they are bound to attend the 


commandment of all, to wit, of thoſe which ate the repreſents- 
eive body of a kingdom, or of a Province, ot of aCitie, or ar the 
leaſt of ſome one of them, before they undertake atiy thing agaioft 
the pritice, For as 4 Papiſt canittot bring at! xRion, bur beinga- 
vow(d in the flafne of his Tutor, althoygh the pupilt be indeed 
che rad rg of the eftare, and rhe tutor onely owner 
with reference to the charge comytted unto him : fo likewiſe 
the people may not enterptiſe aRions of fuch nature, but by the 
command of thoſe, jriro whole hitds they have tefigned their 
power and authority, whethet they be 6rdizary Magiſtrates, or 
eXcraordiniry, created in the Aﬀembly of the Eſtates ; whom, if 
I miy ſolay, for that pntpof&thiey have girded with their ford, 
atid inveſted with authority, borh to'govern and defend them, 
eſt <61.fht in the fame kind as the Pretor at Rome, who determi» 
nEd all differences berwcen maſters a';d their ſeryants, ro'the end 
thatif any controverſie happened between the King and the fub- 
jets, thiey (ſhould be Judges and preſervers of the right; left the 
ſub'e&s ſhould afſume power to themſelves to be judges in their 
own cauſes. And therefore if they were oppreſt with'tributes,and 
unreaſonable impolts, if any thing were artempred contrary to 
covenant and oath, and no Magiſtrate oppoſed thoſe unj.(t pro- 


 ceedings, they muſt reſt quier, and ſuppoſe that many rinies the 


beſt Phyfitians both to prevent and cure ſome grievors diſeaſe, 
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dy appotac both letting blood,evacuation of humors , & lancing - 


of the fleſh; and that the affijres of chis world are of thac nature, 
that with much difficulty one evill cannot be remedied with-- 
our the adventuring ifnot the ſuffering of another, nor any govd 
be atchieved, withourgreat pains, They bave the example of the 
people of 1ſrael, who during the reigne of Solomon, refuſed not 
to pay thoſe exceſſive taxes impoſed on them, both for che baild- 


> Ing of the Temple, and fortifying of the Kingdom, breauſe by a 
' generall conſent they were granted for the promu'gat'on of the 


lory of God, and for an ornament and defence of chepublick 
tate, 4 
They havealfo the example of our Lord' and Saviour Jeſus, 
Chiiſt, who though he were King of Kings, ——_ 
cecalue. 
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becauſe he converſd in this world in another quality, 'to wit, o 


a private and particular man, paid willingly tribute, If the Ma- 
giſtrartes themſelves manifeſtly. fayour the tyranny , or at the 
Icaſt dos not formally oppole 1c; let private men remember the 
ſaying of, Fob , That for the fennes of the people God permits by- 
pocrites to reigne , whom it is impoſſibleticher to convert or ſiib- 
vert, if men repentnot of their wayes, to walk in obedience to 


. Gods commandments; ſo that there 1s no other weapons to be a» 


ſed, but bended knees and humble hearts. Bricfly, let chem bear 
with bad princes, and pray for better, p:rſwading themſezlves, 
that an outragious tyranny -is to be ſupported as patiently, as 
ſome exceeding dammage done by the violence of rempeſts, 
or ſomeexcellive over-flowing waters, or ſome ſuch naturall ac- 
cidents unto the fruits of the earth, if they like not better to 
change their. habitations, by retiriagg themſelves inco ſome 0- 
ther countries. So David fled into the mountaines, and at= 
tempted nothing againſt the Tyranc Sa#l, becauſe the people 
oy not declared him any publick Magiſtrate of the King- 
ome. | 

Jeſus Chriſt, whoſe kingdome was not of this world, fled into 
Egypt, and fo freed himſelfe from the pawes of the Tyrant, Saint 
Paul teaching of the duty of particular Chriſtian men, and not 
of Magiſtrates , teacheth that Nero muſt be obeyed. Bur if all 
the principall Officers of State, or divers of them , or but one, 
endeavour to ſupprelſe a manifeſt tyranny, or if a Magiſtrate 


ſeek to free that province, or portion of the kingdome from op- ' 


preſſion, which is committed to his care and cuſtody, provided 
under colour of freedome he bring not in a new tyranny, then 
muſt all men with joynt courage and alacrity, run to Armes, and 
take part with him or them, and affiſt with body and goods,as if 
God himſelfe from heaven had proclaimed warces, and meant to 
joyn batrell againſt cyrants,and by all wayes and means endevour 
rodeliver their Counirey and Comman«xealth from their ty= 
rannous oppreſſion. For as God doth oftentimes chaſtiſe a peo- 
ple by thecruelty of ryrants : ſo alſo doth he many times puniſh 
tyrants by the hands of the people. It being a moſt true ſaying, 
verified inall ages : For the iniquities, wiolences, and wickedneſſes of 
Princes, Kingdomes are tranſlated from one Nation to another : but ty« 
ranny was never of any durable continuance, ; ; | 
The 
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The.Centwrians and- men at armes did freely and cou 


| execute the commandments of the High Prieſt Jeboiads, in luppret: 
ge- 


fing the tyranny of Atbalia. In like manner all che faithfull an 
nerous T/raelites tooke part and joyned. with the Macbabites , as 
well co re-eftabliſh the crye ſervice of God ,; as allo to freeand de- 
liver the' State from the wicked and unjuſt oppreſſion of Antiochw, 
and God bleſſed with happy ſuccefſe their juſt and commendable 
enterprize. What then? cannot God when he pleafeth ftirreup 
particulay and' private perſons to ruine a mighty and powerfull ty= 
ranny T Hee that gies power and ability to ſome even out of the 
duſt without any title of colourable pretext of lawfull authority to 
riſe ro the height of rule and dominion , and in it tyrannize and 
affli& che people for their tranſgreſſions ? cannot he alſo even from 
the meaneft rhultitude raiſe a liberator ? Hee which enthral'd and 
ſabjeQed the people of Iſrael.co Jabin, and.to Eglon , did hee not 
deliver &enfranchiſe them by che hand of Ehud, Barac and Debora, 
whilſt the Magiſtrates & Officers were dead in a dul & negligent ex- 
tafie of ſecurity? What then-ſhall hinder, you may ſay the ſameGod 
who in theſe dayes ſends us Tyrants tocorre&us, that he may nor 
alſo'*xtraordinarily ſend corre&ors of tyrants to deliver us? What 
if Ahab cut offgood men, if Fezabel ſubborn falſe witneſſes againſt 
N3zhoth , may not a Jebw be rais'd to exterminate the whole line of 
"Abab, to revengethe death of N:zboth, and to caſt the body of Je- 
zabel to he torne and devoured of digs ? Certainly as | have formerly 
anſwered, the Almighty is eyer mindfull of his juſtice, and main- 
tains it as inviolably as his mercy. 

.-* But for as much as in theſe latter times , thoſe miraculous teſti- 
monies by which God was wont to confirme the extraordinary 
yocatian of thoſe famous Worthies,are now wanting for:the moſt 
part: let thepeoplebeadviygd , that in ſeeking to crolle the Sea dry 
foote , they take not ſome Impoſtor for their guide, that may lead 


them head-long to deſtruftion ( as we may read happened to the 


Jewer: ) and that in ſecking freedome from tyranny, he that was 
the principall inſtrument to diſ-inthrall them , became not him- 
ſelfe a more inſupporcable Tyrant than the former : bricfl;, leſt en- 


- deavonripg to advantage the Common-wealth , they introduce 


not a common miſery upon all the undertakers , participating 
therein with divers States of Italy, who ſeeking to ſupprelle che 


preſent evill , added an acceſſion of greater, and more intollerable 


ſervitude. S Finally, 
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Finally , that we may cometo ſome period ofthis third queſti- 
on ; Princes are choſen by God , and eftabliſhtby the e: Ag 
all parciculars conſidered one by one are inferiour to the Prince : 
fo the whole body of the people and Officers of State which repre- 
ſens that body , are the Princes fuperiours. In the receiving and 
nauguration of a Prince , there are Covenancs and contraQs paſ- 
ſed berween him and the people, which are facite and exprefled, na- 
tarall or civill : co wit, to obey him faithfully whilſt he commands 
juſtly, that he ſerving the Common: wealth,alf men ſhal.ſerve him, 
that ivh}{t he' governs according co law, all ſhall be ſubmitted 
to his government , '&c. The Officers of the Kingdome are the 
Guardians and ProteQors oftheſe Covenants and contrafts. He 
that maſiciouſly or wilfully violates theſe conditions , is queſtion- 
feſſe a Tyrant by praQtice. And therefore the Officers of State may 
Judge: him according to the Iawes : and If he ſupport his tyranny 
by Rrong bands ; their duty blndes chem , when by no ocher 
meanes it can be effcQed , by force ofarmes to ſuppreſſe him. 
Of theſe Officers there be two kindes , thoſe which have gene; 
rally undertaken the proteRion'vfthe Kingdome : as the Conſta- 
ble, Marſhalls, Peers, Palatines, and the reft , every one of which, 
although all the reſt doe either connive or confore with the tyran- 
ny are boand to oppoſe and reprefſe the Tyrant: and thoſe which 
haveundertaken the government of any Province”, Citie, or part 
of the Kingdome , as Dukes, Marquefſes , Earles, Conſuls, Ma- 
yors, Sheriffes, &c. they may according to right expell and drive 
tyranny and Tyrants from their Cities , Confignes, and govern- 
ments. 
Bur particular and private perſons may not unſheath the ſword 
aFainſt'Tyrants by praQiſc , becauſe they were nor eſtabliſhe by 


particulars, but by che whole body of che people. But for Tyrants 
which without title intrude themſelves for ſo much as there is no 


contra@ or agreement betweene them and the-people , ir is indif- 
ferently permitted all'to oppoſe and depoſe them.; andin this rank 
of Tyrants may thoſe be rang'd, who, abuſing the weakenefſe and 
flath of a lawfall Pcince , cyrannonlly inſult over bis SubjeRs, 
 Fhus much for this, to which for a more full reſolution may be 
added that which hath beene formerly diſcourſed in the ſecond 


queſtion. |

whether neighbour P rinces may, or are bound by law to aide 
the SubjeRs of other Princes , perſecuted far true Religt- 


072, or oppre{ſeq by manifef tyranny, 


VVÞ have yet. one ther queſtion 4o treat of, in the diſcuſ- 
whereof there is more ule of an. equitable judge- 
ment than of a nimble apprehenſion : and if charity were but in a= 
ny reaſanable proportion prevalent amonglt the men. of this age, 
thedifputation thereof were alcogeher Giro : bur. ſeeing no- 
-thing in theſe dayes is more rare nor leffe efteemed than charity ; 
we will ſpeak ſome- what of this our queſtion. We have already 
ſufficiently proved that all Tyrants , whether thoſe that ſeeke to 
captivate the minds and foules of the people with an erraneous and 
ſuperſtitious opinion in mater ofReligion , or choſe that- would 
enthrall their hodies and eftates with miſerable ſervitude and exceſ(- 
five impoſitions, may juſtly by the people be both ſuppreſt andex- 
pulſt, But for f@ much as Tyrants are for the maſt part ſocun- 
ning, and Suljc&s ſeldgme fo cautelous, that the diſeaſe is hardly 
known , cr: at the leaſt not: carefully obſerved befare the remedy 
prove almoſt deſperate , nor thinke of their owne defence before 
they are brough: to choſe ſtraights, that they areunable to defend 
themſelves, but compeld to implare the aſſiſtance of others : Our 
demand therefore is., if Chriſtian Princes lawfully may and ought 
to.ſuccour thoſe. Subjefts which are affli&ed for true Religion ,. or 
opprefſt by unjuſt ſervitude, and whoſe ſufferings are either for 
the kizgdome of Chriſt , or for the. liberty of theic own ſtats? 
There are many, which hoping to advance their. owneends, and 
encroach on others rights , that will readily embrace the part af 
the afflited ,” and proclaime the lawfulneſſe of ic : but the hope of 
gaine is the certaine and only aime of their purpoſes : And in-this 
manner the Romans, Alexander the great, and divers others,preten- 
ding to ſupprefſe Tyrants, have oftentimes enlarged their own li- 
mits. Jt-is not long fince , we ſaw King Henry the Second make 
Wars on the Emperour Charles the Fifth , under colour of defen- 


ding and delivering the Pcoteftant Princes, As alſo Henry the 
S 2 Eighth 
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King of England was in like manner ready to aflift the Ger- 
mans , if the Emperour Charles ſhould. gagleft them, Bur if there 
be ſome appearance of danger, and little expe&ance of profic, 
then it is that moſt Peinces doe vehemently diſpute the lawfulnefle 
of the aRion. And as the former cover their ambition and ava- 
rice with che vaile of merge tins "x7 ſo on the contrary doe the 
other call their feare and cowardly baſeneffe integrity and juſtice, 
although that piecy ( which is ever carefull of momma lc nw ) love 
' Hopart inthe counſels of the firſt : nor juſtice (which affeRionately 
fe the eafing of a neighbours griefe ) in cooling the charitable 
Iintendments of the later. Therefore without leaning either to the 
one fide or the ocher , let us follow thoſe rules which piety and ju- 
Rice trace us out in matter of Religion. | 
.* Firſt, All accord in chis, That there zs owe only Church , whereof 
Feſus Chriſt is the head, the members whereof are ſo united and 
'conJoyn'd together, that if the leaft of chem be offended or wrongd, 
they all participate boch in the harme and ſorrow , as throughout 
holy Scripture plainly appeares. Wherefore the Church is com- 
pared toa body : Now it oftentimes happens that the body is not 
only overthrown by a wound inthe arme, or thigh, but even alſo 
much endangered , yea and ſometimes kill'd by a ſmall hauct in the 
licrle finger. My Ermou ers doth any man vaunt that this body 
ls recommended to higcare and cuſtody , if he ſuffer that to be dif- 
membred and puld in pieces which he might have preſerved whole 
andintire. The Church is compared to an edifice: on which fide 
foever the building js andermin*d , ic many times chances that the 
whole tumbles downe, and on what rafter or piece of tiber Toe- 
ver the flame takes hold, it indangers the whole houſe ofburning, 
hemuſt needs be therefore worthy of ſcorne who ſhould deferre to 
quench the fire which had caught hisghouſe rop , becauſe he dwels 
moſt in the Cellar : would not all hold him for a mad man which 
ſhould negle&by councermining to fruſtrate a myne, becauſe ir was 
intended to overthrow that wall there, and not this here. © © 
Againe , the Church is reſembled to a ſhip, which as it ſailes 
together, fo doth ir finke rogether : infomuch that in a tempeſt, 
thoſe which bein the fore-caſt, or in the keele , are no' more ſe- 
cure than thoſe which remaine at the ſtern'or on the decke : fo that 
the proverb commonly ſaies , when men runne the like hazard in 
matter of danger, that they ventureboth in one bottome, This 
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beinggranted, queſtionlefſe whoſoever hath not a fellow: feeling in 
commiſerating the trouble, danger & diftreffe of the Church, i2no 
member of that bodie, nor domeftick in the family of Jefus Chrift, 
nor hath any place inthe Ark ofthe covenant of grace. He w** hath 
any ſenſe of Religion in his heart ought no more to doubt whether - 
he be oblig'd coaid the afflifed members of the Church , than he 
would be afliſting to himſelfe in the like diſtrefſe : for the union of 
the Church unites us all into one bodie , and therefore every one 
in his calling muſt be ready to aſſiſt -the needy , and fo much the 


- more willingly, by bow much the Almighey hath beftowed a grea- 


ter portion of his bleſſings on us : which were not conferr'd , that 


' we ſhou!d be made pofſefſors of them , but that we ſhould be dif- 


penſers thereof according to the neceflity of his Saints. 

As this Charchis one, ſo is ſhee recommended , and given in 
charge to all Chriſtian Princes in generall , and co every one of 
them in particular : For ſo much as it was dangerous to leave the 
care to one alone, and the unicy of it would' not by any meanes 
permit , that ſheſhould be divided into pieces, and every portion 
aſſign'd unto'one particular : God hath committed it all intire to 
particulars, and all the parts of it toall in generall', not only to 
preſerve and defendit, but'alſo toamplifie and encreaſeitas much 
as might be. Inſfomuch that ifa Prince which hath andertaken the 
care of a portion-of the Church , as that of Germany and England, 
and notwithſtanding negle& and forſake another part that is op- 
prefſed ,, and which he might ſuccour , he doabtlefſe abandons the 
Church ; Chriſt having but one only Spoule , which the Princeis 


-ſo bound to preſerve and defend that ſhe be not violated or corrup- 
'ted in any part if ir be poſlible. And in the ſame manner as every 
- "Private perſon is bound by his humble and ardent prayers to God 
£odrfire the reſtoring of the Church : So likewiſe are the Magi- 


ſtrates tied diligently co procure the ſame with the'utmoſt of their 
Povrer and meanes which God hath put into their hands, For the 
Church of Epheſus is no other than that of Goloſſis : but theſe two 
are portions of the univerſal] Charch , which is the kingdome of 
Chriſt , theencreaſe and proſperity whereof ought to be the con- 
tinual] ſbjeR of all private mens prayers and deſires ; bur ic is the 
duty of all Kings, Princes, and Magiſtrates, not only co amplifte 
and extend the limits and bounds of the Church in all places , -bue 
enly to preſerve and defend ic _ all men whatſoever. _—_ 
as 3. ore:

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fore there was but one Temple in Judea built by Solanmwhich re- 
preſented the unixie of the Church, And therefare ridiculous and 
worthy of. puniſhment were thas Church-warden which had care 
onsly of ſore ſrnall part of the Church, and ſuffered all the reft to 
be ſpoiled with raine and weather. In like-manner, all Chriftian 
Kings when they receive the {word on the day of their Coronati- 
on, ſolemnly ſweare to maintaine the Catholick or univerſall 
Church, and the ceremony then uſed doch fully exprefſe ir, for 
holding the ſword in theic hands, they turne.to the Eaſt , Weſt, 
North, and South , and brandiſh it, to the end thar it may be 
knowne that no part of the-wor!d is excepted. As by this ceremo=- 
ny they aſſume the proteQtian of the Church, ic muſt be queſtion- 
lefſe underſtgod of the true Ghurch; and. not of the falſe: therefore 
ought they to imploy the urmoſt of their abilitie to-reforme and 
wholly to reſtore that which they hold co be the pure and truely 
Chriftian Church, to wit, ordered ard governed according to the 
direRion of the Ward of God. That this was che praiſe of god- 
ly. Princes, we have their examples to inſtru us; To the time of 
Ezechias King of Fuda, the Kiogdome of Trae! had been a long time 
before in ſubjeRion to the Aſjyians, to wir, ever fince the King Oſea 
his time; And therefore if the Church of Judas onely, and not the 
whole univerſall Church. had been committed to the cuſtadie of 
Exechigs : and if in the preferyation of the Church the ſame courſe 
were to be held, as in the dividing of lands., and impoſing of tri- 
butes, then queſtionlefſe Ezechiar would have contained himſelfe 
within his own limits, eſpecially chen when the exorbitant power 
of the Aſhrians lorded it every where. Now wee, reade that he 
ſent expreile Meſſengers throughout Iſrael, to wit, to the ſubjeRs 
of the King of Aſjria, to invite them to come to Fernſalem to cele- 
brate the paſchall feaſt : yea and he ayded the faithfull 17aelites 
of the tribes of Epbraim and Mansſſes, and others the ſubje&s of 
the Aſriangto ruine the high places which were in their quarters. 
Wee reade alſo that the good King Foſtas expeld Idolatry, nog 
onely out of his own Kingdome,but alſo even out of the Kingdome 
of Iſrael, which was then wholly in ſubje&ion to the Ring of Aſj- 
ria And no marvell,for where the glory of God,and the kingdome 
of Chrift are in queſtion; there no bounds or limits can confine 
the zeale and fervent afeQtion of pious and godly Princes. Though 
the oppoſition be great, and the power of the oppolers greater, yet 
tne 
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the more they feare God, the leſſe they will feare men. Theſe gene- 
rous examples of divers godly Princes have fince been ithicated by 
ſundry Chriſtian Kings, by whoſe meanes the Church (which was 
heretofore reſtrained within the narrow limits of Paleſtine ) hath 
been fince dilated throughout the univerſall world. Conftanrineand 
Licinius governed the Empire together, the one in the Orient, the 
other in the Occident , they were affociates of equall power arid 


authoritie, And amongft equalls, as the Proverb ts, there is no Par in paren 
command. Notwithſtanding , becauſe Licinine doth every where 19» habe im- 
bani(h, rorment, and put to death the Chriftians, and 4tnongtt 29m 


them divers of the nobilitie, and that for and under preterice of 
Religion. Conſtantine makes warre _ him, and by force com- 
pels him to give free libertie of Religion to the Chelſtians, and 
becauſe he broke his faich and relapfed' itito his formet crudltier, 
he cauſed him to be appretiended and phic to death in the Citte of 
Theſſalonics, This Emperoucs pietie was with ſo great ah applauſe 
celebrated by the Divines of thoſe times, thac they ſuppdfe that 
ſaying in the Prophet 1/aiab, to be meant by him ; That Kings foatl 
be Doflars end nyrfonl Fathers of the Church. After his dearh the Ros 
. man Empire was divided equally berween his ſonnies, without ad-' 
vantaging the one more than the other. Conſt as favouted the or- 
- thodox Chriſtians, Conſtantin: being the elder,leaned ro the Arri- 
ans, and for that cauſe baniſhed the learned Arbansftur from Alex- 
andrig; the greateſt profeſſed adverſazy of the Arian, Certainly, 
if avy conltderation. in matter of confines be abſifurely requiſite, 
it muſt needs be amongſt brethren. And notwithſtanding Conſtany - 
threatens to warre on his brother, if he ceftore riot Arhanaſers, 
and had without doube performed it, if the other had long defer-" 
red the accompliſhment of his defire. And if he proceeded fo farre 
for the reſticucion of one Biſhop: had icnor been much more likely 
and reaſonable, for him to have aſlifted a good part of the people, 
if chey implored his ayde againſt the tyranny of thoſe that refuſed 
them the exerciſe of cheir Religion , under the authoritie of their 


Magiſtrates and Governoprs ? So at the perſwaſion of Atticus tlie Soxo. lib. 7: 
Biſhop, Theodiſius made warre on Cofroes King of Perſia t6 deliver cap, 18, 


the Chriſtians of his Kingdome from perſecution, alttioaghchey 
were bur particular and private perſons. Which ceftainly' thoſe 
moſt juſt Princes, who inſticuted ſo many-worthy Lawes,and had 
f great and ſpetiall care of Juſtice, would not have done,ffby _ 

at: 
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fa& they-bad ſuppoſed any thing were uſurpt on another mans 
right, or the Law of Nations violated. Bat to what end were fo 
many expeditions undertaken by Chriſtian Princes into the holy 


Land againſt the Saracens ? Wherefore were demanded 'and raifed 


ſo many of thoſe Saladine tenths? To what purpoſe were ſo many 
confederacies made, and croyſadoes proclaimed againſ the Twrkez, 
if it were not lawfull for Chriftian Princes, yea thoſe furtheſt re- 
motezto deliver the Church of God from the oppreſſion of tyrants, 
and'to free captive Chriſtians from under the. yoke of bondage? 


| What were the motives that led them to thoſe warres ? What were 


the reaſons that urged them to undergoe thoſe dangers? But onely 
in regard of the Churches unjon,Chriſt fummond every man from 


all parts with a unanimous conſent,tu undertake the defence there» 
ofiFor all men are bound to repulſe common dangers with a joynt. 
and common.oppolicion : all which have a niturall conſent and r&- 
lation with this wee now treat of. If this were Jawfull for them a= 
gainſt Mzehomet, and not onely lawfull, but that the backward and 


negligent were ever made liable to all infamous contempr, and the 
forward and readie undertakersalwayes recompenced with all ho-' 


nee Gaapey and.reward, according tothe: merit of their ver-- 


tues ; wherefore not now againſt the enemy of Chrift & his Saints ? 
If ic be a Jawkall warre to fght againſt the Greekes ( that ] may uſe 
that phraſe ) when chey afſayle our Troy : wherefore is ic untaw- 
full to purſue and prevent that incendiary Sinen ? Finally;if ithave 
ren eſteemed an heroicall a& todetiver Chriſtians fromcorporall 
ſervitude, {for the Twrkes enforce none in point of Religion ) is it 
not a thing yet much more noble to infranchiſe and fer at libertie 
ſoules impriſoned in the miſts of error ? | 
_ Theſe examples of ſo many religious Princes, might well have 


the direRive power of Law. But let us heare what God himſclfe 


pronounces in many places.of his Word by the mouth of bis Pro- 
phets, againſt thoſe which advance not the building-up of his 
Church, or which make no reckoning of her affliions. The Ga- 
dites, the Renbenites, and halfe tribe of Manaſſer, defite of Moſes 
that he would allot them their portion on the other fjde of Jordan. 
Moſes grants their requeſt, but with this proviſo and' condition: 
That they ſhould not onely aflift their other brethren the If aelites 
to conquer the land of Cayaan, but alfo that they ſhould march the 
ft, and ſerve as vauntgard to the reft, becauſe they had their por-

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tions firſt ' ſet thetn forth, and if they faile to performe this duiie, 
he with an anathema, deftines them to deſtruQion, and compares 

-them to thoſe which were'adJudged rebells at Cadicbarnes.-Arid 

wharafayes bez” your brethren ſhall fight, and you in-the mane 
ſealon reſt quiet at home? Nay on the contrary,you alſo (hall paſſe 
Fordan, and not retutne into their houſes,before firſt the Lord have 
driven his enemies out from before his face, and grant«d place to 
your brethiren-as well as you;then ſhall you be innocent before the 
Lord and his people Iſrael. He thews by this that thoſe which God 
fir blefſech\with fogreat a'benefit, if chey help not their brech- ex, 
if chey make not themſelves ſharers in their labours, companions 

- in their travells, and leaders in their dangers, chey muſt queſtion- 

lefle expe a heavie puniſhment cofall upon them. 


Likewiſe when ander che conduQ of Debora, the Nephtalites and types £, 


Z ibulonites took armes againſt the tyrant Fabin:; and that in the 
meane ſeaſon the Remxbenites which {hould have been firſt in the 
field took their eaſe and played on their pipes, whileſt theic flackes 
and herds fed at libertie : the Gadites held themſelves ſecured wich 
the rampire of the river ; the Danites gloried in their command at 
Sea ; And Aſbar, to be briefe, was confident in the difficult accelke 
of their mountaines : The Spiric of the Lord ſpeaking by the Pro- 


pheteſle, doth in exprefie termes condemne them all z Curſe yee Adz- Iudges F. 2 3. 


rvs; ( ſaid the Angel of the Lord ) carſe. yee- bitterly the inbabitants 
theteof : becauſe they came not to the-belpe of the Lord, ts the belpe of the 
Lord againſt the mightie. But bleſſed above women ſhall: Jael the wife of 
Heber tbe Kenite be, who though (hee might have alledged the al- 
-liance which' her husband had with the Canaaniter, did notwith- 
. tanding kill-Sſera the Generall of the enemies armie. And chere- 
. fore Vriab ſpake religiouſly,and like a true Patriarke,when he ſaid, 


The Arke of the Lord, and Tjrael,and Fudab abide in tents,and my Lord 2 Sam. 11.1+, 


pr and the ſervants of my Lord are encamped in the open fields ; Shall 
then goe into mine bouſe,to eate and to drinkg,and to lie with my wife ? 
; 48 thou liveſt, and as thy.ſoule liveth, I will not doe-this thing. Bat'on 
. the contrary, impious and wicked were the Princes of I/rae!, who 
ſuppoſing themſelves ſecured by the craggy mountaines of Samaria, 
. and ſtrong fortifications. of Sie, tooke libertie to looſe themſelves 
in luxarioas feaſts, looſe delighcs, drinking delicious wines ,.and 


ſleeping {por beds of Ivorie, defpifing in the'meane feaſon Amos 6, 


poore foſepb, to wit, the Lords wy tormented and miſerably vext

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on all ſides, nor have atfy compaſſion on their aflition.”The Lord 
God bath {worn by himfelfiſayth the Lord God of Heftt,1 abber the ex- 
celleng of Facob,and bate tus yallacet : tberefore will I deliver op the Ci- 
ty, with all that is therein, and thoſe thet walew thi in es, foal 
be the firſt that ſh1ll goe into captivaty.

offences ought to have principall relation chereunto, we cannot 
conclndechar it is properly.Chriſt chat they perſecure with ſuch 
hatced,but ſome crimiaal perſon, which in the;x opiniond:ſerves 
this uſage : Bur chey doe truly and propely perſecute and cruci- 
fe Chi ilt Jeſus, which profeſle to 5: dtp him for the A/eſ- 
f14s,God and Redeemer ofthe world,an4 which notwichſtanding 
tail ro free him from p:riecutionand vexation in his members, 
when ſt is in cheirpower,to do.jt.Briefly,hew® om ts todeliver 
his neighbour from the hands of the mww:derer, when he fecs him 
in evidenc danger of his life, is queſtionlefle guilty of che mur- 
ther,as well as the murcherer. For ſeeing he negleed. when he 
had means to preſcrve his life, 3c muſt needs neceſſarily follow, 
that he deſired his death, Andin all crimes the will and intend- 
ment ought principaHy to be regarded. Fur L Srapcanp theſe 
Criſtian princes which do not releive and afliſt the true profeſ- 
fors, which ſuffer for true religion, are much mare guilty of mur. 
ther than any other, becauſe they might deliver from danger an 
infinite namber of people , which for want of timely fyccours, 
ſuffer deathand corments under thetruel hands of their perſecu- 
ters ; and to this may be added, that ro ſuffer ones brother ro be 
murthered, is a grcacer offence than if he were a ftranger.Nay,lI 
wil &# farcher, the focſakers of cheir brethren in cheir:time of 
danger ard diſtrefle, are more vile, and more to be abhorxed than 
the ryrants themſelves that perſecucerhem. For it is much more 
wicked,and worthy of greater puniſhment to kill ag honeſt man 
that is. innocent &fcacring God(as thoſe which conſent wich.them 
in che faich wult of nec:flicy know the.true profeſſors to be)than 
achicfe,  an.impoſter, amagician oranheretick, as thoſe which 
perſecute the true Chriſtians. do commonly beleeve chem. to be, 
ic is a greater offence by many degrees to. ftrive with God than 
man-Briefly,in oneand the ſame aRionit is a much more giicyany 
crime perhdionfly tobarreyuhanigporently zo offend. ; Buy my 
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thefame-alſo be ſzid of them which refuſe to affift thoſe that ire” 


oppreſſed by tyranny, or defend the liberty of rhe Common- 
wealthagai: { che oppreſsion oftyrants? Furin this caſe the con. 
jn&ion or copfederacy ſeemes nottobe of ſo ftrift a; condition: 
berween the oheukd the other', here we ſpeak of the Common- 
wealth diverſly goverdtd 2ccotding tothe cuſtomes of the coun:' 
tries,and particularly recommended to thel: here, or thofe there, 
and nor of che Chirch of Gog, whichis'compoled of all, and rc- 
commended to all tt; general}, and to every one in pirticular.” 
The Jew ſaith, our Saviour Chrilt ig nor only neighbour co the: 
Jew, butalſo ro the Samaritan; arid ro every other man,” But we 
ought to love our neighbonr as our ſelves; and therefore an I 
raelice is not onely bound to deliveran Hraelite from the hand: 
of theev3s, if it be in his power', 'bpt every Rtanger alſo; yea, 
though unknown, if he will righcly diſchargehbis duty : neither 
tec him diſpute whether ir be lawfullto defend another,-which 
belezve: he may juſt'y defend himſelf. For it is much more juſt, 
if we cruly conſider the concomirants, to deliver from danger 
and cutrage another thin ones felfe ; ſceingthar what is done for 


. purechariry,is more righrandallowable, rhan that whichis exe- 


cuted for colour, or defireof revenge, of by any orthir cranſport 
of paſſion : in revenging our own wrongs we never keepa meth, 
wh:reas in other mens,though much greater, the moſt intempe- 
rate will eafily obſerve moderation. Furthermore; thehearhens 
theinſelves.may teach us what humane (ociety, and what the law 
of mature requires of us in this bufines; wherefore Cieero (ayes, 


Cicer0 lib.t. & That Nature being the common mother of mankind, preſcribes and or-

daines, that every man endevonr and procure the goodof another ghat- 
ſoever be be,onely becauſe he ts a man : otherwiſe all bonds of ſociety, yea 
and mankind it ſclf muſt needs goe to ruine, Andtherefore as Juſtice 
built on theſe two Baſts, or pillars, Firſt, chat none be wronged : 
ſecondly, that good be done to all if it be poſſib'e.Soallo is there 
two ſorts of injuſtice ; the firſt, in thoſe which offer injury to 
rheic- neighbours ; 'the ſecond, in chem which when they have 
meanes'to deliver the opprefſed; doenotwithftanding ſuffer then 
co ſink under the burtchen oftheir wrongs : For wholoever doch 
wrong to another,either moy'd thereunto by anger, or any other 

on, he may in a ſort be truly faid to lay violent hands on his 


— companion; burke which hath meanes and defends not the'af 
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fliaed, or to his power wards not the blowes that are ſtruck at 
him, is as much faulty, as if he forſook his parents,or his friends, 
or his countrey in their diſtreſſe. -That which was done by the. 
firſt, may-well be attvibuced to.choler, which is ſhort madneſſe; 
rhe favle commirted by the other, diſcovers, z bad: minde, and a 
wickedpurpoſe, which are.che perpetuall tormentors and ty-. 
rants of rhe conſcience. The fury of thefiet may. be in ſome ſort. 
excuſed, bur the malice of-the ſecond. admits. no colour of. de- 
ſence.-Peradyemure+ you will: ſay , '1 fcare in aiding the: ane, 
] ſhalt doe wrong to'the other. And I anſwer, You ſeek a 
Cloak of juſtice wherewith to cover your baſe remi(neſſe: and if - 
you lay your hand on your heart, you will preſently confeſſe, that 
it is (omewhacel, and'nort juſtice, chat.with-holds you from 
performing yourduty.' For as the ſame Cicero 'fayes in another 
place, Either thou wilt.nos make the wrong-doer thine enemy, or not 
vke paines,or not be at ſo much charge, or elſe negligence, ſlotb, or the 
hindering of thine own occ :ftons, or tbe croſſing of other purpoſes takes 
tbee off from the defence of thoſe who 01b:r wife thox art bound to rels:ve. 
Nore mn ſaying thou onely attends. thine own affairer, fearing tqwrong 
another;ehou falleſt into anotber kind of injuſtice :. for thog abandoneft 
humane ſociety, intbat 1bou' wile not. afford. any endeavony either of 
mind, body, or goods, for the neceſſary preſervation thereof. Read the 
Dire&icnsof the heathen Philoſophers and Politicians who haye 
written more :divinely herein, than many. 'Chriftians:in theſe 
dayes.'-From heticz allo proceeds, that the Roman: law delignes 
puniſhment to that neighbour which will nor deliver the: ſlave 
from the outragious fury of his maſter. 


x- Amongſt the ZAzyptians, if any man had feene anotber-afſaild njiowy.Sicu- 
and'diſtreſ#d by thieves and:robbers, and did not accordingyta;his 1s,/.2.c.2.. 


power preſently aid him, he'was adjudgd worthy of death; if at the 
leaft he diſcover'd or delivered not the delinquencs into the hand 
of the Magiſtrate.

For a Tyrant is 
ir# fone fort compeld to hold a ttraight and tyrannons hand over 
thoſe, who by violence and tyranny, be hath conſtrain'd to obey 
him, becatiſe as Tibertan ſaid, be bolds the Wolfe by the eares 5 (mbom be 
021 neither bold withontpaime and force , nor let gee without danger & 
death. To the end then that he may blot out one fin with another 
finne, be filerup one wickedneffero another , and is forced co db 
injuries to others, leſt heefhould 'proveby remiſnelke injurkaus co* 
himfelfe.

murcthering tragedies : and as he queſtionlefle deſerves greater pu- 
niſhment , which out of infolent jolliry mucthers one, than hee 
whichunwillingly for feare of a further harmne kills a: man. If any 
obje&'thar ir is againſt reaſon and goof order 40 meddle iv the af- 
faires of another : I anſwer with the olde man ii; Tirrenee, Laws 
man, and I believe tbat all duties of huinanity are fit and convenient for 
me, If others ſeeking to cover their baſe negligence , | and careleſſe nuwil» 
lingneſſe, CI bounds and juriſdiftions are diflingu;ſht one from 
another ,and that it 1s not lawfwll to sbruſtoner fickle into anouhers bar» 
vt. Neicher am I alfo of that opinion, \thurupon an ſaoh-celowur 
or prevencs, itis fawfull for a Prince to encruach upon anothers ju» 
riſdidion or right. or uppon'thatvecafion ro uluep anothets coun 
trey', and fo carry another mans cornelaco hiieibarne , a» Uſrors 
have taken fuck fhradowes to make [their bad: inconctidns..

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hbin formerly ſaid if a Prince out- 


tirannize over the people , a neighbour Prince ought to yield fuc- 
cours as freely and willingly co the people, as he would doe to the 
| Prince dis Boother ifche people mugined againſt him : yea he ſhould 
ſo much the more readily ſuccourthe pegple., by how much there 
is more ju cauſe of pity co ſee many affli than one alone, If 
Porſoms brought Tarquinias Srperbus backe to Rome , much more 
juſtly might Conſtontine, requeited by the Scnate, and Roman pege- 
ple, expell Afarentias-chee Tyrant from Rome. Briefely, if man be- 
comea Wedllfe goman ,_ who hinders that. man ( according to the 
proverb) may -notbe inftead of God to the ueedy ? And berelofe 
the Ancients have ranckt Henegles amongſt the gods, becauſe he pu- 
niſhe and tam'd Procruſtes, Buſiris, and other Tyrants; the plagues 
' of man kind, and monſters of the earch. So whilſt the Roman Em- 
| pire retaind her freedome, ſhe was truly accounted the fafe-guard : 
of all the world againſt the viokence of Tyrants, becauſe the Senate 
was the port and refugeof Kings , people ,, and Nations. In like 
manner Conſtantine, called by the Romang againſt Maxentims,, had-. 
God Almighty for the leader of his Army : and the whole Church. 
doth with exceeding commendations celebrate his enterprize , al-

them audiencein a full Aﬀerhbly of the Gernian Princes, by whoſe 
Joynt advice-it was decreed., that Warresſhould be made againſt 
Cbarles for the re-eſtabliſhing intheir goods, honours, and eſtates, 
thoſe whom he had unjuitly diſpoſſeft, | 
Finally, asthere hath evzr been Tyrancs diſperſt here and there, 
fo alſo all hiſtories teſtific that there hath been-neighbouring Prin- 
cest6.oppoſe tyranny, and maintain rhe people in their eight. The 
Princes of thele tirnes by imitating fo worthy'examples, ſhould 
ſupprefſe the Tyrants both ofbodies and ſoules, and reftraine the 
appreffors both of the Common-wealth , and of the Church of 
Chriſt: otherwife chey themſelves may moſt deſervedly be branded
